Seventy-Five Persons Killed 
at the Town of 
Frank. 


A despatch from Winnipeg says: A 
special on Wednesday afternoon 
from Calgary says seventy-five men 
ttfe dead us a result of a mine ex¬ 
plosion at Frank. The cause of the 
holocaust is reported to bo either 
an earthquake or a volcanic erup¬ 
tion, but supposed to be the latter. 
Telegraph wires are down, and the 
only details had here are those sent 
by the Canadian Pacific Railway 
superintendent at CranLrook to the 
iruP'Orintcndent here The report 
•ays thut seventy-five people aro 
kl led outright, and that there are 
sti.l twenty or thirty men in the 
mine. Almost instantaneously u 
greut volume of debris wan thrown 


neaday morning by the worst disas¬ 
ter that has over been witnessed in 
any community in western Canada, 
possibly in the entire Dominion. 
What was either a slip of land or 
rock of such gigantic magnitude as 
to bo utterly inconceivable to the

TURKEY HAS A BIB ARMY

THE BEST FIGHTING MA¬ 
CHINES IN EUROPE. 

It Is Always Beady for the Field 
of Battle, and Is Splen¬ 
didly Equipped. 

The Pall Mall Gazette contains the 
following: 

Discussing the other day with a 
cultured and well-informed Hussion 
the possible outcome of an anned 
struggle in Eastern Europe, I lis¬ 
tened with interest to a calm and 
dispassionate opinion as to the 
prospect of- success awaiting his 
country in the event of a second war 
with the Turkish Empite. He did 
not hesitate to say that his le.ent 
experience of tho Turkish, as well as 
his personal knowledge of tho Rus¬ 
sian, army forced him to the con¬ 
clusion that it would be a very 
grave question if the lattor could 
hope to emerge with success from a 
struggle with the resuscitated mili¬ 
tary power of the Ottoman Empire 
in 1903. 

Let it be remembered that in the 
war of '77 Russia only succeeded af¬ 
ter tremendous exertions, and would 
have been rolled back, broken, and 
de!c.ited, from Plevna had it not 
been for tho timely assistance of 
Roumania, whom in certain eventu¬ 
alities, she might not improbably 
find ranged against her to-day. For 
tho shifting of international policies 
and tho biith of f.rosh interests in 
the East have brought unexpected 
SUPPORT TO THE SULTAN 
during tho last twenty-^five years. 
But, politics apart, it is the intrin¬ 
sic worth of tho Turkish army itself 
as a fighting machine which might 
well give pause to thoughts of ag¬ 
gression. Perhaps tho most note¬ 
worthy and interesting fact about 
the Turkish military power is that 
instead of declining af or the war 
with Russia, which robbed the Em¬ 
pire of extensive province?, the Ot¬ 
toman military array has steadily 
incroused in power and efficiency to 
an extent which few could evor have 
anticipated. 

The Sick Man, in fact, is by no 
means as sick as he has been repre¬ 
sented, or, at any ra^te, is fast re¬ 
covering of his malady. At the 
outbieak of the war with Greece 
there was, except in well-informed 
circles, a general but very mistaken 
impression that the Turkish army 
was antiquated in its methods and 
doiiciont in organising power. The 
fallacy of such a creed was speedily 
iVovcaled when in the spring of 1897 
the Sultan, without any effort, mo¬ 
bilized a huge force of 60,000 men, 
with abundant supplies, stores, and 
munitions of war of every desciip- 
tion, from tho high-power Krupp 
gun to sinallarms and ammunition, 
and well-equipped hospital arrange¬ 
ments. 

The last available figures set the 
strength of the Turkish army in 
peace time at about 250,000 men, 
something liko 25,000 of these being 
officers. On a war footing its num¬ 
bers amount to 800,000 men. Dur¬ 
ing the last five years freeli laws and 
reforms afTerting the a?my havo been 
introduced, which are adding enor¬ 
mously to itfctJ-ength, and it is 
quite probable that in case of ne- 
(o sity the Sultan could at the pro- 
fent moment *©nd into line of battle 
an armed strength of a million and 
a half of jnen. If one-third of these 
must still be regarded as untrained, 
wo must also remember that

A personal acquaintance with tho 
Turkish army has convinced me that 
it is composed of tho finest material 
in tho world, and second to none in 
the day of battle. The Turks are a 
j-trong, hardy, high-spirited race, 
used to hard labor, and easily mold¬ 
ed into a splendid and effective sold¬ 
iery. The long terra of fervico re¬ 
quired of the Turk adds greatly to 
his effectivencs«, and a good deal of 
it is frequently of an active nature. 
In fact, if wo except Great Britain, 
whore world-wide Empire is rarely 
o\cr nt porno, Turkey has a greater 
war record for the last hundred 
years than any country in Europe, 
thirty-seven years of this po iod 
having been spent in actual war¬ 
fare. Tho Turkish soldier is always 
icady to march. Tn his barracks 
po fo t order prevails, and every¬ 
thing is kept in rcadinoes for imme¬ 
diate movement. A foreign officor 
viriling a Turkish garrison ro ently 
asked the colonel of one largo regi¬ 
ment how long it would take him 
to summon his command and have 
it fully equipped and ready to pra- 
ccod to rail or s'eamship for actual 
service in the field. The Turkish 
officer, looking at his watch, said it 
would just lequire fifteen minutes. 

One cxcollent feature of the Turk¬ 
ish barracks at big military centers 
is the bathing accommodation. In 
some of these at least forty men 
could enjoy the luxury of a Turkish 
bath nt tho same time. The ration 
of the soldier is plain, but whole¬ 
some. Jt consists chiefly of a stew 
of ii'« and mutton, which is tervod 
in incests for six or eight men, who 
surround a large copper basin and 
eat from it at tho same timo with 
yvooden spoons. Tho men drink tea, 
but no coffee or liquor. Tho Turk¬ 
ish nniiy, in fact, is the only one in 
Europe which is run on 
STRICT TEETOTAL PRINCIPLES 
in peace or war. Indeed, the wants 
of the Ottoniun soldier are so few in 
number — for the joys of his hoaven 
are sure—that tho impediments of 
his army corps can be reduced to 
in ignificant proportions, which is 
large y the jo Tet of his great march¬ 
ing power and the rapidity of his 
mobi ivation. 

Apart from the excellence of the 
Turkish armament, which is up-to- i 
dale in every respect, the most sig- j 
nilicant reform is the vastly improv¬ 
ed training of her commissioned 
ranks. Turkey has always possessed 
able military leaders, though they 
have been too frequently handicap¬ 
ped by Palace intrigue. But for a 
long time too little attention was 
paid to tho military training and 
efficiency of officers of the subordin¬ 
ate grades. This reform of all oth¬ 
ers is tho last which a corrupt and 
temporizing Government would have 
been capable of undertaking on its 
own initiative, a fact which brings 
us to the political secret underlying 
this wonderful renaissance of Turk¬ 
ish ^military efficiency. To put the 
matter with epigrammatic brevity— 
the army of the Sultan is the army 
of the Kaiser. It is the military 
power whose ability to hold back 
the legions of the Czar, and to pre¬ 
vent the political strangulation of 
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financial management.

SOME NEW IDEAS FOR SAVING 
THE LAND. 

Huge Egg Farm Proposed—Con¬ 
verting Sewerage Into Farm 
Manure. 

The declining state of British agri¬ 
culture is a fruitful topic with those 
dismal peoplo who believe that farm¬ 
ing in this country is doomed, says 
London Answers. It cannot certain¬ 
ly be questioned that agriculture is 
not the paying industry that it was 
twenty-five years ago ; but that 
money can still be made by farming 
is a fact that there is plenty, of 
evidenco to prove. 

Some five or six years ago a gen¬ 
tleman living in tho North of Eng¬ 
land, who* farmed some hundreds of 
acres himself, thought out an idea 
for a new method of farming which, 
on paper, proved to bo an excellent 
and original scheme. Most people 
are aware that Danish, French, and 
Australian eggs are largely import¬ 
ed into this country, and placod on 
the market here at a lower figure 
than the British fanner can afford 
to quote for his own home-laid e£gs. 

Now', this gentleman's idea was to 
practically turn tho countryside into 
a huge egg-farm. He proposed that 
every farmer should devote a large 
part of his land to eafgHarinmg, and 
by this means we would not jonly re¬ 
tain the whole of tho egg triide of 
the country in our own haniJs, but 
also be able to compete with the 
foreign egg merchants abroad. A 
labyrinth of figures accompanied the 
scheme, which went to prove that 
there would be a net profit of $10 
jM*r acre for the fanner who con¬ 
ducted his operations on ^his prin¬ 
ciple ; so that a man with, say, 
500 acres could make a clear $.‘1,000 
per annum by working 300 acres on 
the egg system. 

There were, of course, a variety of 
errors and flaws in this gentleman's 
figures and facts. As an instance of 
how a crank of ; this sort neglects the 
consideration of most important fac¬ 
tors, there was actually 

NO MENTION OF RENT 
in his calculations. Apart from the 
impossibility of devoting so much 
land to any one branch of agricul¬ 
ture, the profit of $10 per acre 
would absolutely vanidh wdien the 
burden of rent, rates, and*taxes is 
taken into account. 

A much more practical scheme for 
the improvement of agriculture was 
devised some years ago by a very 
clever farmer, who also published his 
ideus in a pamphlet. Briefly, his 
notion was to convert the sewerage 
matter of the towns into furm 
manure, instead of running it off by 
drains into the rivers.' Tho manure 
thus made would be the property of 
the State, and sold to tho farmers 
at a minimum cost. The idea was 
distinctly ingenious. Sewerage mat¬ 
ter contains a considerable quantity 
of nitrogen, which is one of the 
most valuablo constituents of tho 
soil, and is one of the most expen¬ 
sive components of artificial manure. 

If it were possible to adopt tho 
plan of concerting sewerage matter 
into manure, the farmer would be 
saved a very considerable expense in 
the purchase of his manure, and 
would be able to vastly improve tho 
growing qualities of his land. How¬ 
ever, clever as the idea was, it was 
never found to be practicable, one 
of the primary objections, to it being 
the great danger to pu’-Jlic health in¬ 
volved by storing the sewerage mat¬ 
ter. 
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Ideal ■' Public Schools. 

I L By President Andrew S. Draper, of the 

,, , ^ University of Illinois. .. . 
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Boys and girls hardly understand 
tho purposes of tho public schools. 
They think very little about the 
principles upon which our great 
school system, in which there are 
half a million of teachers and fifteen 
millions of pupils, and which costs 
two hundred million dollars each 
year, is maintained. • They do not 
trouble themselves over tho way by 
which the system is to accomplish 
its purposes and justify a ll Us costs. 
Too many parents givo little UfOw^ht 
to the matter. 

Tho improssion of tno people wKo do 
not think very hard about it is that 
tho schools are to teach pupils to 
road and write, and use numbers, 
and know something about birds and 
flowers, and countries, and peoples, 
and the like. The schools are to do 
this; but they are w'eak indeed, and 
they are not w f orth what they cost, 
unless they do a great deal more. 

All our states make laws requir¬ 
ing the people to maintain schools 
for all the children. Nearly all the 
peoplo would do this without any 
law. The people of each state make 
the laws in order that if there arc 
any who do not want to support 
schools, they will bo compelled to 
do so. In thi9 way, throughout the 
country, a school is sure to be with¬ 
in the reach of every homo. 

Nearly all the cities and towns 
have established high schools, and 
many of the states have set up great 
state universities. All this is to 
build up self-respecting character 
and develop sound views of life, to 
train up good citizens and make the 
states and the republic safe; it is not 
only to givo every child an equal 
chance with evory other, but to im¬ 
pel everyone to make th‘e most of 
his chance. <? 

That this is the ideal purpose of 
the schools. To come nearer attain¬ 
ing it, the school must come near 
being ideal. Wo are very likely to 
judge of a school by the looks of tho 
school-house. We may make a mis¬ 
take, but wo arc very likely to be 
right. 

If we see a building that is attrac¬ 
tive u'ith trees about it, and with 
some green sod and flower beds in 
tho summer time, and with a whole 
and bright flag floating over it, we 
shall be likely to find that things are 
about as they should be inside. If 
the building looks ugly and the 
grounds are unkempt an-d the flag 
ragged, we shall be likely to find 
that the school-house is dirty and 
unhealthiul. 

We shall also be likely to find that 
tho teacher is lazy and the pupils 
listless, and the work of little ac¬ 
count. 

There may be cases in which this 
is not so. Clothes do not make tho 
man, it is true, but in normal busi¬ 
ness conditions clothes indicates the 
qualities of the man. A business 
man who is cleanly and neatly dress¬ 
ed is probably a much better and 
stronger man than one who looks 
shabby, because tho better man will 
usually look well. So a rickety and 
particularly a dirty school-house is 
almost as certain proof of a weak 
school, os a four-days'-old beard, a 
dirty shirt and baggy trousers are 
commonly indicative of a cheap kind 
of business man. People who know 
the vuluo of a good school will pro¬ 
vide a good home for it, and in turn 
the trood home will help the school 


effort. A teacher who can wake a, 
child up and get him to working for 
something is a real teacher. Such a 
teacher will have learned that this 
cannot bo accomplished by terroriz.- 
ing the child, or by trying to shape 
the life of the child just like his own 
life. The work of the school must 
be of a kind which the child can like 
to do. If the child enjoys one kind 
of work better than another, ho 
should be encouraged most in the 
kind he likes best. Let him learn to 
like something; let him accomplish 
something, and in a little time he 
will like other and greater things. 

The necessity of the close grading 
and the separation of pupils into 
different rooms in tho large schools 
has certain disadvantages. When 
the younger pupils mingled with tho 
older onos and heard them recite, 
they derived an advantage from it. 
They saw what was ahead of them, 
and often they w-cro roused by it. 

The fact that in the graded schools 
tho grade 7 abovo is the main judge of 
the work in tho grade below, and 
that tho greatest desire of the pupil 
is to pass into the next grade, has 
disadvantages as well as advant¬ 
ages. An ideal teacher will know 
what the disadvantages are and 
make them as small as possible. Ho 
will do genuine and honest work 
without too much reference to tho 
teacher in the next room. Thought¬ 
ful peoplo w-ho build school-houses 
will put an assembly-room into every 
house, where all may come together 
and get the good which comes from 
the general meeting. It seems prac¬ 
tically impossible to do for the child 
what the schools are sot to do, un¬ 
less the pupils of different ages inter¬ 
mingle. 

t'i oLmbly the greatest danger to 
the public school system is that peo¬ 
plo who ore able to send their child¬ 
ren to private schools will become 
dissatisfied with the public schools,- 
and withdraw their children and 
their support from them. They find, 
in some cases, that the public 
school-houses are untidy or unheal th- 
ful, or that the public school teach¬ 
ers are too uncultivated for associa¬ 
tion with their children, or arc un¬ 
able to interest or instruct them. If 
this should become true to any great 
extent, it would bo a very serious 
hurt to the public schools, becauso 
the strongest point about them is 
that they ore common to all, to tho 
well-to»-do and the rich as well a s to 
the poor.

A SUSSEX FARMER 
conceived tho idea some years ago of 
the "rest cure" as applied to land. 
The question of how to restore to 
the soil the strength and growing 
properties taken out of it *bFy grow¬ 
ing crops on the land is one that ev¬ 
ery farmer has considered. Air arti¬ 
ficial manures are made with the ob¬ 
ject in view of strengthening the 
land, but experts difior as to tho 
best chemicals to employ in tho 
manufacture of these munures. 

This Sussex farmer, however, pro¬ 
posed to do away altogether with 
manures, and renew the strength of 
the land by leaving it Title for some 
time. lie told his fellow-farmers 
that if they could ailord to leave 
their farms idle for a couple of years 
the soil would be completely reju¬ 
venated, and as fertile as the soil in 
America, or tho bost fields of Aus¬ 
tralia, and British agriculture would 
then be able to flourish in spito of 
foreign competition. 

Mr. Acland, who was one of the 
most experienced and able farmers 
this country ever produced, was at 
the time making inquiries on tho con¬ 
ditions of fanning in Sussex, and 
was astounded at such an absurd 
idea. In writing on tho subject, ho 
said: "Some poople in Sussex have 
coneeived tho extraordinary notion 
of benefiting the soil by 

GIVING IT A REST, 
on the same principle as a medical 
man orders an overworked patient 
to take a holiday." 

At one time many people were 
firmly convinced that nothing re¬ 
mained for the British farmer but to 
devote all his energies to the manu¬ 
facture of cheeso. This important 
branch of the dairy industry under¬ 
went a great change in 1870, when 
cheese factories were first started by 
the English farmers. 

The idea was taken from the 
Americans, who imported an im¬ 
mense quantity of cheese made in 
their factories into this country. 
The late Duke of Devonshire took a 
Very keen interest in the subject, 
and it was at Derby that the first 
cheese factory in this country was 
started. But there is decidedly a 
limit to the benefits to be derived 
from cheese factories. Many people 
however, appeared to think there 
was not, and a syndicate of in¬ 
dividuals was formed who endeavor¬ 
ed to introduce a Bill into Parlia¬ 
ment compelling every farmer who 
owned or rented 200 acres of land 
or upwards to have a cheescfactory 
on his farm.

ed is probably a much better and 
stronger man than one who looks 
shabby, because the better man will 
usually look well. So a rickety and 
particularly a dirty school-house is 
almost as certain proof of a weak 
.school, as a four-days'-old beard, a 
dirty shirt and baggy trousers are 
commonly indicative of a cheap kind 
of business man. People who know 
the value of a good fxhool will pro¬ 
vide a good home for it, and in turn 
the good home will help the school 
to grow better. 

A true teacher, well sustained, will 
make an ideal school; but true teach¬ 
ers are few, or, at least, they seem 
few because so many people who are 
really unable to teach well want to 
work at it for the pay, and are al¬ 
lowed to do so. Here is the great¬ 
est troublo in building uz ideal 
schools. 

An ideal teacher must first of all be 
an ideal man or woman. It is not 
enough that a teacher does not lie, 
or swear or chc/it. There ate plenty 
of people trying to teach school who 
do not do any of those things, and 
yet they do very little teaching. No 
or.o teaches well unless he has tho 
respect of pupils, and ho cannot have 
that unless he is a fclf-res porting 
character. If he is this, ho will be 
neat in person, regular in his mode 
of life, honorable in his treatment of 
others, and sincere ir. his purpose to 
n*n.ko tho most of himself and do tho 
most he can for others. 

An efficient teacher will l>c well in¬ 
formed. He will know what has oc¬ 
curred in the world, and what is 
happening every day. If ho knows 
only a little about numbers and 
geography and the like, and does 
little but go over tho routine of 
these things year after year, he will 
shrivel up and ought to blow away. 
He must read the newspapers and 
the magazines and tho best books, 
and he must travel a nd sec things if 
ho would bo of use to a school. 

A teacher must not only know all 
about what ho tries to teach, but he 
must know how to teach. He must 
have studied the minds of children, 
and the best ways of gaining theic 
interest and of leading them to act 
for themselves. A true teacher will 
liko children, not only the inordin¬ 
ately good ones, who too often die 
young, but the other and more com¬ 
mon kind, who are wilful and per¬ 
haps ugly and shirk work when they 
can, but who generally grow up and 
become very decent men and women, 
after all- 

A teacher must enter into the life 
of pupils, their work and their 
sports. One who only tolerates 
play because lie cannot help it ought 
to be relegated to the retired list 
of the "Army of Martyrs," as teach¬ 
ers are sometimes called, lie would 
have no claim, however, to a j?en- 
sion, for he has never been a good 
soldier in that army. 

A true teacher will be master of 
the school, and so undisputed a mas¬ 
ter that he will not be afraid to let 
pupils have all the freedom they like 
the work of the school. Children 
arc not simpletons. They dislike 
rules and hate watchers tlnd keepers, 
but they laugh at teachers who are 
"easy" or "soft." They respect and 
love manly men and womanly wo¬ 
men. 

The true test of a school is the ex¬ 
tent to which the pupils do things 
for themselves because they like to 
do them. The amount of work each 
child does, the length of the course 
or the number of studies he takes, is 
not of so much matter as that he 
shall get interested in some things 
and do them for himself. 

The greater number of children 
never become enthusiastic over any¬ 
thing. They lead only ordinary 
lives. Nothing quickcQo their souls 
•l stirs them tq real, high-minded 


fit for a poor man's child. A teacher 
whoso personal appearance or whose 
ways are unpleasant or hurtful to a 
child from the home of cultivated 
people is unfit to have charge of a 
child from any home.

It must be assumed from what has 
been said that the writer thinks that 
the American prublic schools aro poor 
or that tho teachers cannot teach. 
Tlie public schools are, in general, 
better than they ever were before. 
The people are more intelligent; the 
standards are steadily advancing; 
thfc schools must steadily improve. 
The teaching force in our school sys¬ 
tem is far from ideal, but it is gen¬ 
erally conscientious. The teachers 
advance wherever the conditions en¬ 
courage them to do so. Where tho 
people manage tho schools upon 
principles which approach tho ideal, 
the teachers improve in spirit uni 
accumulate teaching power with 
great rapidity. 

Ideal schools will result from the 
intelligence and tho spirit of tho 
people. People are not likely to 
have good schools unless they know 
the difference between good schools 
and poor ones. Even then they are 
not likely to have good schools un¬ 
less they are very earnest about it. 
\Vherever the people allow inert* self- 
seekers to become members of school 
boards, and let them appoint and 
promote teachers through favorit¬ 
ism, and in defiance of the advice of 
experienced professional superintend¬ 
ents, tho schools will bo weak. 

If the people will generate enough 
civic energy to secure laws which 
will enable them to protect their 
children against incompetents, und 
true teachers against association and 
competition with the unworthy; if 
they will remember that laws do not 
oxccute themselves, but require ex* 
ecutors who are truly ambitious for 
the best that can be obtained; then 
the schools will be likely" to ap* 
proach the ideal. 

Wherever a teacher's tenure of pos¬ 
ition docs not depend upon a tru# 
spirit and upon increasing expert* 
r.ess in teaching, there are likely to 
be poor schools. In such cases ther* 
will be no standards, and tho teach¬ 
ing will bo reckless anil unscientific/ 
Jealousies will prevail among tht 
teachers. It will bo necessury t<j 
make rules covering almost every acl 
to prevent the so-called teachers 
from doing harm. Those rules will 
keep those who might bo truo teach¬ 
ers from doing good. 

Wherever school boards will secure 
a capable and just superintendent, 
und co-operate with him in a policy 
which will give every teacher tht 
right to know that a higher position 
and better pay in fche schools will 
surely reward a genial and steady 
spirit, a nd that increasing resect in' 
society will as surely follow patience 
and thoroughness in work, the 
schools willcertainly advance to¬ 
ward tho be/J0*ideals.*—Youth’s Com¬ 
panion.

TOWN COUNCIL. 

J Counoll Chamber, 

1 May 4tb, 1908. 

Council met in regular session on 
Monday evening, Mayor Vrooman in 
the chair. 

Councillors present—Ming, Lowry, 
Waller,|Williams and Madole. 

The minutes of the last regular and 
special sessions were read and con¬ 
firmed. 

A communication was read from the 
Merchants bank stating that the 
balance in the bank to the credit of 
the town on March 83 st was $726,64— 
Filed. 

A communication was read from W. 
F. Hall, secretary of the Board of 
Health, asking that the council see 
that the “Truant Act” be more rigor¬ 
ously enforced and that the truant 
officer be notified to this effect. 

This communication called forth 
considerable discussion and informa¬ 
tion was presented to the council to 
the effect that the teachers of the west 
ward school were not exercising tho 
necessary amount of watchfulness 
over the scholars dnring school hours. 
One of the councillors stated that he 
knew for a fact that muite a number 
of the school children made a practice 
of frequenting the driving park during 
school hours, and if the teachers were 
doing their full duty this state of 
affairs would not exist. More serious 
charges were made, and these will be 
thoroughly investigated and an en¬ 
deavor made to remedy the evil. 

Moved by Councillors Madole and 
Ming that the clerk answer the com¬ 
munication and statu that the council 
urge upon the school board the neces¬ 
sity of Heuing that the teachers exor¬ 
cise the necessary supervision over 
their scholars during school hours, 
as it has been brought to the notice 
of this council that some of the chil¬ 
dren are in the habit of frequenting 
the park during Hcbool hours, and also 
that a committee composed of the 
Mayor und councillors Waller and 
Lowiy be appointed to meet the sohool 
board at its next session and bring the 
matter before them. Carried. 

Mr. A. E. Douglan, who owned a

The street committee were given 
power to purchase from Mr. Burgess 
the siftings which come from his 
stone crusher, to be used as dressing 
to be placed over the gravel pat on the 
roads, the purchase price to be 80 
cents a yard. 

The Street committee were also em¬ 
powered to build a blind drain in 
front of F. W. Vandusen’s harness 
shop, west to Wilson Bros', corner, 
This will carry away the surplus 
water, and will also do away with a 
deep gully which has existed^ along 
that street. 

The Poor and Sanitary committee 
recommended the payment of the fol¬ 
lowing acoounts: Carsoallen Bros., 
coffiu for poor, $10; H. W. Kelly, 
goods furnished Mrs. J. Moore, poor, 
$9.60. Adopted. 

A By-Law to raise a sum of money 
not to exceed $4,000, at 6 per cent 
interest, to meet ourrent expenses of 
the town, was passed, 

The dangerous condition of the Bay 
of Quinte railway crossing on the 
Belleville road was the next order of 
business to be disoused. Also the 
dangerous oondition of the several 
crossings at the head of Centre street. 
Mr, Paul, county commissioner for 
Richmond was present, and addressed 
the oouncil concerning these crossings. 
At the Centre Street crossing there are 
no less than nine tracks to be crossed 
in coming into town, and the distance 
bo,ween the B. of Q. tracks, both 
on the north and south sides is such 
that any one driving into or out of 
town is liable to be caught in between 
two trains and an accident happen at 
any time. He thought the G. T. R. 
should be made to place gates at this 
crossing. As to the B. Q. R. crossing 
on the Belleville road it was in a very 
dangerous conbition and should be 
placed in a *afo condition at once.

Reason Why W&at Grown in the 
Far North Is More 
Valuable. 

Wheat will not grow at soa-lovol 
within tho tropics. Yet it is a cur¬ 
ious fact that the furthor from the 
Poles within the tomperate zone the 
wheat-field lies the bettor tho dour 
that it produces. 

The two main constituents in 
wheat-flour are starch and gluton. Of 
thoso, tho latter is by far the more 
valuable. Wheat grown in tho far 
north has more starch and loss glu¬ 
ton than that rnbed in a warmer 
climate, and that is the icason why 
tho latter is worth more us food. 

There are three qualities of flour 
ordinal ily used in making b:cad. 
Rost flour, or “firsts," consi *ts only 
of tho finer parts of tho best wheut. 
It is sifiod and bolted after grind¬ 
ing, and contuins no bran at all. 
From this is made Fionch and fancy 
bread and fine pastry. 

“Seconds" means those parts of 
the choicest wheat which romaind af¬ 
ter tho “firsts" have b<on sifted. 
This is leground With other wheat, 
and, mixed With a proportion of 
“first*," i» used for making the 
cheaper grades of household bioad. 
“Thirds" — or household flour — is 
a lower, but wtlll, ordinarily, a pure 
and wholesome flour, which contains 
a small admixture of bran. 

What is usually sold ns brown 
bread consists of a mixture of 
“firsts" and “seconds," with wholo- 
rr.eal. Wholemeal is unrires od flour 
just as It loaves the millstones after 
being ground, and, thcofore,

Bran, it should be romonibored, con¬ 
tains a high percentage of matter 
exceedingly rich Jn heat-forming ele¬ 
ments. But it also contains gritty 
pastilles, us woll as a re* inous sub¬ 
stance, which is not assimilated by 
the digestive organs. 

Flour, like wine and tobacco, im¬ 
proves by keeping — at loast, for a 
short pe.iod. if wsod at once after 
being ground it does not make good 
bread. It is at its host when about 
three months old. Old flour which 
has begun to deteriorate may yet 
be made into excellent bread by mix¬ 
ing it half and half with newer flour. 
Old flour lequires moio water for 
mixing into dough than new. If it 
is desiod to make tho best of a 
poor quality of flour, it should bo 
mixed with as little water as posvi- 
blo into a hard, stiff dough, and bak¬ 
ed slowly in an oven not overheated. 

The ordinary temperature for an 
oven in a large bakery is 4 50 de¬ 
grees to 550 degrees; but, 
in «pito of this high de¬ 
gree of heat, it is a fact that the 
interior of a loaf of bread is rather 
boiled than baked. When fresh from 
tho oven it still contains 30 to 40 
per cent, of water. The strach and 
gluten inside the loaf are cooked by 
boiling. If the temperature wore 
sufficiently high to bake tho loaf 
right through, all the staich would 
be turnod into dextiinc. 

It is this baked starch which gives 
to trust its nutty-brown color. Dex¬ 
trine, which is a kind of gum, also 
gives to crust its pleasant flavor.

Since it is impos.-iblo for man to 
sustain life at a height of nuno than 
six and a half miles uboVe the oarth, 
weather experts havo taken to tho

which the temperature, prossuro, and 
amount of moisture in tho air are 

automatically iccorded. Up till 

quite ro cntly these balloons wore 
made of silk, and cost $125 oach. 
Now, however, it has been found 
that varnished paper does equally 
well. Small balloons of paper cost 

only 112.50, Just one tenth of tho 

exponse of tho silk. 

One of thoso trial ballons, sent 
up io ently by M. de Hort, director 
of the Trappes Observatory, reached 
the amazing height abovo tho oarth 
of 45,000 feet, and its thermometer 
was found to register a cold of 103 
dogiets below zero Fahrenhoit, which 
is about 30 degrees below tho ex¬ 
treme of Polar wlntor weather. 

More than $2,000 wus the price 
paid for a small trial balloon la¬ 
tently purchased by tho French Mo- 
toorologic&l Department, for the pur¬ 
pose of testing the weather of the 
Sahara. As the trip is exported to 
last four or ' five days, the instru¬ 
ments are all fitted with elaborate 
clockwork machinery to operate 
them for five days.

verbs xiv, y, “Fools make a mock 
at sin." 

There are times when hints and 
dclicute phraseology are inadequate 
for useful purpose, and when the 
kindest and wisest course is to use 
plain, outspoken characterization 
shot forth on arrows of denuncia¬ 
tion and excoriation. So in my text 
Solomon says plainly that tho man 
who mocks at sin is a fool. When 
the human body is slowly but sure¬ 
ly being eaten up by a cancer, it is 
time to use the surgeon's knife. The 
gangrened limb needs amputation, 
not balms or plasters or poultices 
or fragrant ointments. And when 
men and women with wide oi>en 
eyes deliberately place themselves 
in a position where thoy may inhale 
the fetid atmosphere, recking with 
the deadly germs of that contagious 
and fatal plnguo called sin, it is 
high time that some one should be 
bold enough to stigmatize them by 
an appropriate name. They are not 
misguided children who are merely 
lost in the crooked byways of life's 
journey. They can sec the evil re¬ 
sults of sin everywhere they go if 
they will only look as they are 
capable of looking. They are not 
mental ^weaklings who have been 
confined behind the iron bars of a 
lunatic asylum. They can think, 
and clearly think, if thev will and 
do what they ought to do. Such 
men and women are displaying sui¬ 
cidal folly, and the only appropriate 
name for them is that which Solo¬ 
mon Applies to them ; they arc 
fools. Cloing to destruction by 
their own choice und volition, mock¬ 
ing at victims who have already 
been destroyed, heedless of the fate 
impending over their own heads, 
they are as foolish as would be a 
sea captain who in midocean and in 
the grip of a hurricane broke his 
rudder chains, threw his chart over¬ 
board and smashed his compass.

DREARY SCENE AT SIR HEC¬ 
TOR MACDONALD’S FUNERAL. 

Neil Munro, the Well-Known Au¬ 
thor, Comments on Lack 
of Ceremony, 

Four years ago, when Hector Mac¬ 
donald came home to Scotland from 
the victories of the Ea*A, his pres¬ 
ence roused his fellow-c Wintry men to 
a rapture that to-day seems incre¬ 
dible, wrote Neil Munro, the well- 
known author of "John Splendid," 
to the London Daily Mail. 

For them at that hour ho was the 
latest personification of old Celtic 
chivalry, bringing new glory to the 
tartan. We felt he was the man 
who, given the opportunity, wdTJTO 
yet again make history with the 
corps that fought with Colin Camp¬ 
bell. His progress through'his na¬ 
tive country was made a festival; 
swot ds of honor and thoso more du¬ 
bious tokens of gopd will, the public 
banquet and the burgess ticket, ham¬ 
pered his advance from *one raptur¬ 
ous and cheering town to another; 
his name was spoken with affection 
in the glens and the story of,his 
brilliant career aroused in Scottish 
youths a livelier interest in the 
army. 

COLD MARCH SUN. 

The mortal part of Hector Mac¬ 
donald returned to Scotland to a 
vastly different roception. He came 
from Omdurnian in May, when even 
the windy north was bland and 
flowery. Now Edinburgh received 
him in a brief blink of cold March 
sunshine between two storms of rain 
and sleet. No hero in all pur mod¬ 
em history came home to his grave 
in Scotland with a shabbier lack of 
ceremony.

Earth. 

We wonder if it would be possible 
and beneficial to try in Russia an¬ 
other experiment which has never 
been tried on the continent, hut 
which in India has succeeded to a 
marvellous extent. This 1 b-- letting 
the people alone. A native of In¬ 
dia, though he does not make his 
own laws or settles his own tAxes, 
is in one way the freest of mankind. 
He can go where he likes, build any 
house he likes, and, subject to pro¬ 
visions of the Criminal Code, live 
precisely as ho likes. Nobody inter¬ 
feres with his creed, even if it is an 
immoral one, unless, indeed, it in¬ 
volves murder ; and ho takes out no 
license for any business unconnected 
with liquor or opium. If he grows 
rich nobody objects, and if he grows 
poor he is left, unless actually 
starving from a general famine, to 
his kinsfolk and his caetemcn. He 
must pay his taxes and he must 
abstain from crime, but those pos¬ 
tulates granted, ho need never from 
birth to death hold speech with an 
official. lie can write what he likes 
so that it be not libel, preach what 
he likes—rank treason included if 
it is only nop^tn the street—and bo 
as insolent (Co all superiors as his 
hereditary courtesy will permit. He 
is, in fact, the freest man on earth 
in every sense but £ho democratic 
one, and for N that reason, among 
others, is probably of all men the 
least disposed to insurrection. One 
does not sec exactly why a Czar 
who insisted on granting that much 
liberty would impair his own au¬ 
tocracy, and certainly ho would re¬ 
lease tho villager as well as the citi¬ 
zen from host of minor oppres¬ 
sions, and within a short time gave 
a marvellous stimulus to associated 
enterprise. At present the ltussian 
who wishes to do anything but plow 
has to conciliate officials at every 
step, is Bf>iod on if he grows well-to- 
do by his own doorkeeper, who is 
really a police agent, cannot travel 
without a permit, and if ho is in 
business finds that to be out of 
favor with officials very often spells 
ruin. Personal liberty is in India 
found to be perfectly consistent with 
autocracy, and personal liberty In 
Russia would produce the extinc¬ 
tion of a vast mass of human 
misery. It would, no doubt, reduce 
the position of the bureaucracy, 
each member of which is now a lit¬ 
tle god within his district or his 
shhere of action ; but how would 
it injure, or even hamper, the cen¬ 
tral autocracy ?

An open hearse and less than a 
score of cabs composed the funeral 
cortege to tho cemetery. It lies by 
the waters of Leith, over a bridge 
that spans a valley of such profun¬ 
dity that one looks from its para¬ 
pets upon a tiny village under¬ 
neath.
